'J'HIS week T aistj tried diab I've alw^iya 
shied away from before betauw ii 
30UTided rather messy and fiddly to do — 
stiiffed capsicum. 

Aetufllly I found it was cjuue tsas*^ atuf 
made a bit ul a break Ironi routine. 

People tatk a lot about the need lot 
variety is food, but when they ratk like 
ttiat tney^re usually lafking from tlie caters' 
poior of virw. 

I oflen think it's the patir old cook tliat 
needs the raTiBCy most — dnn't we all get in 
the ^tage where "w'e think: *'If 1 havr to 
grill one more ritop or nuisli one more 
saurepanful of potatoes V\\ m;ad['^ 

ff youVe ^al to that stage, :Jprin^|r stuffed 
capsicum on your fjiinUy. If you're ^uin^ 
to make it the main dish of the meal, you'll 
nerd two grceji eapjicums For each pereoti. 

Cut round the .nalk very cnrefully with 
a !Lharp-p<?inted kjiife thai it domes out 
in a neat rirete. Trim off the plug of pith 
thai tomes oul with it and put the tittle 
green cap carefully atide so that yon can 
use it (or a lid when the stuffing has been 
put in. 

Ne«t, using a teaaptwjn, clean the rap^i- 
cunt out, briitg careful not to break thrnujirh 
it, bul making sure that yOLi scrape out 
all Ihe pith and the liltle white seeds. 

SlulT it with raw minced nteak to which 
you've added ailt, a hiicly tJioppcd oaioi], 
and 1 couple of liblcspoous of raw dry 
rice. 

Put ihc capsicum hcU back on, choose a 
saucepan whicrh is jtiit the rij^t sb.e for 
ihem so that they pnck in upright and don^ 
fall over, tip in a half-pint tin of Tomato 
puree t)token down with a little water, 
bring it to the bnil, lid ihe saucepan and 
put it DO an a.ibettos mat, and keep them 
t}nilin|; very, very gently for alwul three 
lo three and a half hours. 

They might be even better cooked in a 
purer made from fresh tomacocs, but I was 



in i hurry to get them on, and I found ihe 
tiiined puree did the job quite wtdl. 

When they were coukeri 1 pifl them on 
a bed of plain boiled rice and ptHired Ihe 
puree sr^-er them.

Memories of 
anotiter century 

J'V'E been reailing a litlle book called 
"Over My Shoulder." by Marjorie Bead] 
Telling, which is like 3 breath of air .blow- 
ing om u( anntfirr century. 

The author was bom in 1883 and now, 
Inoking back flL-rn5.s her eighty years, she\ 
gathered togrtlier ajl the little bill and 
snippets thai 5he remembers out of a re- 
markably sunny and uniroubled Virtoriaii 
cliildhocpd in I'nglfmd. 

It's a delightful book — but only for ihsist 
who dnn i care much abuul plots and cause 
and effecl and eseiting incidenJs. 

Marjorie Beach Telling's father was a 
CDiinlry clergyman, hut not of the strug- 
gling, make-tiids-meet, modem variety. 

In those more spiicions days he had a 
vam, fortress-like ho^lse wiih many rootii^. 
Ions of doineatic help, jt farm atiarhed in 
the pantoaage, and iiahles lor his hnrsw 
and bis childrFn's ponies. 

At limes he was also headm»Hlrr ol a 
school, and ai other limes they filled up 
the ctira rnoms of the house witii boys who 
camf to him in iheir boarding-Khciol holi- 
daya f'jr roarliifi^ and country aij. 

Amoi^ his ptyjili wen the Ihree Hales' 
— sons of the first Bisbop ol Pcrili, who, of 
course, couEttn'l go hDme for hoUdays darittg 
(heir entire schooling — and a hoy called 
Jumbo, whom they all las-ed, who grew 
up to be Fidd-lVlarshfll Henry Maitlajid 
WilHm. 

She recalls the earliesi appearancc;t (4 
steam traction engines on their rough and 
stony country roads, and the uncle whn, 
who) they met wiib one out riding, called 
ID the little girU; "Throw down your leins, 
darling, ajid prepare to meet your God!" 

Years later, when ihe was Rrovfins up. 
she lememlwrs seeing her fit^i motor-car go 
by, driven by the son ul one of their grand- 
est nei|;hhnTS. 

Ptuudly upright beside him in the front 
scat was a golden-haired young woman, 
white in ihe hack scat wa.'i the bearded and 

mustarliioed figure of her yoDiig husband 

a pait who were later to be Queta Mary and 
Kins tieorge V of England. 

She comments on the fact that now, 
when all our food Is pasteur'iied and Meril- 
ised and patkctcd, it seems strange to re- 
member that in her young days ihfre 
seemed nothing ineongrtious in having a 
spotlessly clean dairy lo house the milk 
that tame from a Hlthy cnwyaid in which 
neither the cows' uddera nor the farm- 
hands' pimy bunds were' washed before 
milking.

Th* key to fcwt health is good 
muscle tojie and cirrulaLinn, Tlit- 
r^sperts recommend that you prac. 
lisc walking like a ballet dancer, in 
bare (eel — iocs down fusi, then 
heel, your toes acting as a pivot — 
to urengthea your feet. 

Yon are a potential foot-acher, 
ihey say, if yttu cannot answer "Yes" 
to the following questions; 

• Can you wiggle your toe; freely 
in the sht>es you are wearing? To 
ermire that you can, get your 
feet measured each time you buy 
ihoti; .umilar nzm vary betause of 
style and CUL 

• Do youT stockings Rt you 
properly? You «bwild be abJe lo pull 
the from of rhe stockings an inch 
ahead of your coci^ walk stocking- 
foot fur 30 secnnch and stop with 
the stocking) nill one-half inch 
forward. If they slide back to hug 
your toe* they are too short. 

• Axe the heels and soles of your 
shoes worn evenly, without leaning 




raaggeratedly inuard tir outward.' 
Do keep all of yoiir shoes in good 
repair, and avoid doing housework 
in ojdiimeri which atT ready for 
(he lip. 

• Can yCFu switch from high heels 
to low heels, wearing each a full 
day or evicting without discomfort? 
Ideally, try to change your heel 
height at least once a day so that 
nil your focrt muscles get a chance 
of working. Keep high fiutbion afaoes 
for ipiTcial ocrasiona. 

The ijuestioai above make it 
plain that the fit of your shoes (and 
stockings), and the way ynsi wear 
them, oflcti decides the fate lA your 
feet.

■yTERBrS "Aids'" is out of the most spectacular operas in 
the regular modem rcpertoice. When it first appeared in 
1871 it was in some ways 3 reversion to the older tradition 
of Grand Opera, with numerous massed scenes, processitrtu, 
and elaborate stage effects. 

But it was written for a grand occasinn — the openmg of 
the Cairo Opera House- The Khctlive ot Egypt paid Verdi 
£11,(XW for the rights of first ptrffjrmanec (worth about 
£90,000 in today's values), and Verdi gave him his money's 
worth, both in spectacle and sheer tnusiral quality. 

For "Aida" is a great opera as well as being a grand one- 
VertJi was at the height o( ha powers when he wrote it, 
and fic filled it with haunting melodies and vividly dramatic 
scales. 

Tlsis opera has just been iwued complete in a Iraly splentlid 
reconiing with Leontyne Price, the American ucf^ro soprano 
who visited Australia a few years ago, in (he title rule. It is 
conducted by Georg Solti, the orchestra, is that of the Rome 
Opera House, and the other stars Inrhide Hita Gorr, Jon 
Vickers, and Eloljert Merrill. (R.C.A. thiee-reeord set, mono, 
and stereo.) 

Although the spectacular side of "Aida" is impnrlnnt, the 
fistetter who baa never seen it will still get abundant pleasure 
frotn the recording. But while listening one should make a 
Special effort to viBitaliie what is going isi — especially in 
the famous Iriumphal seenc of Ael 11., whic-h contains the 
familiar "Grand March,"
